2. Claims 1 2, 1 7-1 9, 21-22, 31 -32, 36-38 and 40-45 were previously withdrawn from 
further consideration by applicant. 

3. Claims 12, 17-19, 21-22, 31-32, 36-38 and 40-45 have been cancelled in this 
action (see attached Interview Summary and examiner's amendment). 

4. Claims 1-11, 13-16, 20, 23-30, 33-35 and 39 are pending in this action. 

5. Claims 1-11,13-1 6, 20, 23-30, 33-35 and 39 are allowed.

Claims 1-11, 13-16, 20, 23-30, 33-35 and 39 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per claims 1-11, 13-16, 20, 23-30, 33-35 and 39: the claims are directed to 
channel/link diversity. The prior art of record does not explicitly teach or fairly suggest — 
generating control signals to configure a base transceiver station to transmit selected 
data streams to a mobile communications device on an assigned communication 
channel of a multiple access protocol, wherein a mobile communications device 
receives the selected data streams through a plurality of electric dipole antennae and a 
plurality of magnetic dipole antennae, as recited, particularly in claims 1 , 1 1 , 20, 30, 39 
and further argued by applicant.
